Discussing tbe subject of how to pre- 
vent a bay rope from twisting, Mr. 
Seorge Benbow in a recent issue of 

"U'al lace's Farmer says: 

"What you waat to do is to compel 
the hemp fiber to conform itself to the 
new position in the rope. The hemp, 
as it comes to tbe rope wallv tu be mau- 
tifactured is straight The fibers are 
joined and twisted to foi-ni a thread; 
the threads are doubled and twisted 
to form a strand, and 
are twisted^ together to form a rope. 
With all this twisting Is it a wonder 
ithe original fiber resists? Now to boil 
your rope, or soak it in' water, or to 
lay It in the dew, deadens the twist, 
and this will be done at the expwise j ™^ 
of your rope. X rope maker will tell I Amonnt of last dividend 
you never to wet a rope. After being ] 
wet it will never again Lie as strong as 
It was before. A good rope always 
twi8ts more or less with, damp or very 
dry weather. 

"Now as to your new hay rope. I am 
supposing it is hnng ready for worlt. 
As you loolc up the rope is twisted 
rroiu ri^lit to left most lilvdy in a 
new rope. Now tise a little patience. 
Talie the end where the horses are 
hitched and take two or three turns 
out of the rope. Then ma It back 
and forth, and if you have aot taken 
enough turns take two or three moro 
uatU yoa get It right Mort likely 
when the rope gets older the twist 
will he from left to right as you looV: 
up. In this case put a few twists in 
It and it will be all right Beware of 
a rope so old that it liancps dead in 
all kinds of weather. It is nearly gone 
for work and is dangerous. 

"Instead of robbing your rope of its 
strength by boiling and wetting, feed 
It. Take a bar of good soap and run 
it along as the rope runs back and 
forth. Tbe soap will soon find its way 
all over the rope and it will add to 
Its strength and make It work more 
smoothly. I know this is work, but if 
you will take patience and soap you 
will be well repaid for the time spent 
Uae plenty of aoap where there ia 
much friction. Take eareofyov rope! "j

The corn is increasing in substance 
nnw. and this should be allowed t<i ^.-o 
on as long as possible. Until the sid)- 
sunce is all In the kernels they will 
not have attained full Titality.

On 
starting up team the bowlder will he 
lifted out ui)on the ground very eairlly 
for reasons that anyone with a mechan- 
ical eye can readily see.

rhe Influence Exerted by the Cbwift 
Forcibly IHustrated isi School 
Teacher's Experience. 

A young girl in whose home there 
had been no religious influence, al- 
though the parents were honest and in- 
telligent people, went to toach in an 
out-ot-tlie-w ay country iieii;lil)orhoo(i. 
it was her first school. She was aloue 
and among strangers, but she soon dis- 
co\eied that that was not the greatest 
deprivation she was forced to suffer. 
She found tiial her patr(,iis were illit- 
erate, rough and quarrelsome. They 
were in constant litigation; feuds exist- 
ed between families which gave rise to 
all manner of violence: cattle were 
maimed, fences were loiii down that the 
crops might be destroyed by the ani- 
mals that ran at large. The cross-roads 
grocery was the private rendezvous. 
Here tile men assembled to drink, 
.siiiok(^anii play cards. There was no 
church within some miles, and Sunday 
was devoted to visiting amongst the 
belter families and to horse racing and 
fo.\ hunting amongst the worst. Ttie 
children wlio were enrolled as pupils 
in the school showed all the lack ot 
Ijroper training and the effects of the 
evil with which they were constantly 
brought in contact They were not only 
ignorant, but they had no desire to 
learn. Most of them held education 
in iiiuoncealcd contemiit. W itli this, 
they were profane, disobedient, nursing 
a sullen envy and hatred for those 
whom they could not help perceiving 
were their sui)eriors. Tliey had no 
coniprelieiision of respect or suliordiiia- 
I tion. The life of the young teacher 
was aim '^t unendurable, but she had 
plu. k ai d pel severence and she would 
I not be (iri\> n away. She taught the 
j term to its close. But every penny 
I of hor salary liad tieeu eariii d many 
(times over. Slie wonld not liave com- 
plained of this, could she have felt that 
her earnest efforts to benefit the chil- 
j dren had not been in vain; that all that 
I she sought to Impart by precept and 
I example had iKd been conntcrac ted by 
I the evil in their homes. The next year 
' she secured a school in an entirely dif- 
ferent community. The farms there 
W-eie well tilled; the houses and their 
f-iirrotindinps were neat and n nilorta- 
ble. The whole face of the country- 
side was smiling and prosperous. When 
the school opened the boys and girls 
came, cheerful and rosy-facd. resp.i t- 
ful. and willing and anxious ii, bo 
taught. They were neatly dressed, be- 
speaking the thrift and industry ot their 
parents. They spoke gently and defer- 
entially, in short they were the oppo- 
site. In every respect, from the poor 
creatures amongst whom her work be- 
gan the previous year. Her boarding 
place was comfortable and clean, her 
privacy was respected, and she was con- 
tented and happy. She wondered what 
(oird have inad.e sin h a difference in 
two comninnltles, both uithln the pale 
of civilisation, both about the same dis- 
tance from the county seat and the rail- 
road. As she went to and from her 
school she saw upon a wooded knoll 
a little church. The yard was encloseU 
in a good fence; there were slieds under 
which the farmers' teams iDuld be 
sheltered; the grass was cut and there 
was an air of care and well being alwut 
the place. It was this church that made 
the dilTereiue It was the source of t lie 
nil lal and .^-piritual life oi the neieh- 
borhood and there was not a family 
in the whole region that did not feel its 
regenerating power, for the spiritual 
life In its development effects the mind 
and the manners. Where there had been 
brawling ignorance, drunkenness and 
hatred in the churcbless neighborhood, 
here she found charity and forbear- 
ance, care for the poor and the sick, 
an all-persuading atmosphere of love 
and ministration.
